race is not always to the swift, nor the battle 
to the strong. 
But this is not. to the purpose. 
I only want to say, that Mr Webster, I think, 
u ns very anxious to get to Boston for two 
purposes—v iz .: to carry the good people the 
“ relief" he promised—and to relieve himself 
from hearing Mr W right's reply lo his speech 
on 1 tie Alfuirty memorial—not that he would 
not be able to reply to him—blit that he hud 
rather give an apology than a reply. 
Mr Wright, alter yielding the floor to Mr 
d a y one day, and being driven from it by a 
concerted plan of the opposition another, made 
his reply to-day to Mr Webster's Albany me­ 
morial, by presenting n counter one, and a 
Counter speech. 
He shew, by the names in 
both memorial?, that they exceeded the num ­ 
ber of voters in that city— and left the matter 
to hi* settled by those who understand the art 
of “ curtailment” and “ expansion/* 
He went info a history of the old Bank of 
the United Slates—and without impugning 
the motives of Hamilton, who was the father 
anti mother of it, shew that it was a federal 
rhi/il; and that federalism had done its best 
to raise an hen in the new Bank, to continue 
the lineage of nobility. 
He shew that Mr 
Jefferson was always against the B ank,as un­ 
constitutional—and that it had always been a 
federal pet, instead o f a democratic one—that 
it was intended to enlarge the construction of 
the constitution, ami curtail the rights ot the 
people. 
In 1816, it appears, that the Whole delega­ 
tion (2~>, I think) from New York did not vole 
on the passage of the lull—12 (of the Repre­ 
sentatives) voted for tin* Bank, and 8 against 
it—and five were on the list of missing—but 
both Senators were against it. 
Not much, 
therefore, can be inferred from New York's 
g oing/or the bank at that time. 
Mr Wright shew the situation of the coun­ 
try in 1 8 ||, and also during the war—and that 
we prosecuted the war without any aid from 
a National Bank—relying wholly upon the 
resources furnished by the Slates, and the 
revenue and taxes—and that those times pro­ 
duced a much greater pressure than the pres­ 
e n t—and yet no National Bank was thought 
of, or called for. 
He shew pretty plainly too, 
that those who favored a Bank, took advan­ 
tage of those times, to wheedle people with 
the belief that a National Bank was to relieve 
them. 
It is needless to say w hat kind of re­ 
lief the Bank brought, when the S ate Banks 
were called upon * 0 loan their millions to the 
Mammoth to save a from bankruptcy. 
He shew, too, what part the Stale of New 
York took in the war—that she assumed, aud 
paid the dir* ct tax—and did not follow the 
example of Massachusetts, by refusing to let 
her soldiers march beyond the boundary of 
the State, when a requisition was made by 
the National Government. 
He answered Mr W ebster’s allusion to “cap 
and bells” (which I perceive he lias very 
wisely left out 
111 lus printed speech,) very 
adroitly. 
But this was a small point—and it 
is the first time ( ever knew Mr W right to no­ 
tice a sarcasm of this kind 
I wish he had 
answered Webster’s fact aboutthe cup lactoiy 
that made two thousand caps in a day—and 
had to stop bnsiuess now, in consequence ot 
the removal of the deposites.
